‘Aside from his written re- 
j» (» rt Mt 
Kimltall subm itted a question 
and a statement w hich brought about an 
animated discussion and shewed the pur- 
p..se of the Boartl to enforce the c o m pul­ 
sory education law without deviation, fa 
vor or excuse, and to pt'riuit no le^ai (piib 
hie 
or evasion to interfere. 
T he law 
looks to the education of the future eit 
/en anti savs that he "hall attend schoo a 
certain length of time. 
An obler law say- 
that no children shall 
be adrniite« ! to 
school until they are vaccinated, except 
on a physician s certificate of certain ph> s 
ical reasons for omitting the operation. 
Mr. Kimball said he had come 
» gross a 
fa m ily whose children were not sent 
to 
school, anti on questioning the parents 
they had said that the children had riot 
been vaccinated and hence would not be 
admitted 
T hey alsosaidin reply to f ur t h­ 
er questions that they did riot believe in 
vaccination anti would not permit it to 
be performed 
H hat should the truant 
officer do 
T he tenor of the discussion 
was that the law requires certain things 
of the parents besides vaccination, such 
as decent apparel anti books, and the non 
fulfillment of any of these obligations 
must not be permitted to nullify the re 
quireinent of the law. 
Parents can send 
tlieir children to private schools without 


v a c c i n a t i on , but they must be vaccinated 
to attend the public schools—anti the first 
requirement is that they shall be eduea 
ted. 
T he officer was instructed to notify 
the family to that effect, anti if they still 
persist in keeping the children in ignor­ 
ance, to m ake a formal complaint and 
have them arrested anti fined.

in taking this position faces its duty clear 
ly and s q ua r e l y/ ’

In return for hi> aid in overturning the 
existing business arrangem ents the farm* 
er is promised lower prices for w hat he 
has to buy, and is a^ketl to believe that 
foreign customers will be found to take 
the place of those lie may lose nearer 
home. 
T he fallacy of such teaching, as w'ell as 
the hollowness of the promise, lies in the 
assumption that a farm er’s success is any 
less dependent upon a general prosperity 
than that of his fellow men in other call­

F arm in g is but one of the*essentials 
to a complete national economy, and a 
farmer can no more make his business 
profitable in the absence of good custom 
ers, than can the m erc hant or m anufac 
Hirer.

shipped abroad.
